conditions in the township. 
After hearing the evidence on both 
sides, Justice of the Peace Hill con­

To the oldest hunter in the South 
Mountains, William Benchoff, aged 
75 years goes the credit of bagging 
the largest deer of the present sea­ 
son in the South Mountains, according 
to reports from the various camps. 
Mr. Benchoff’s kill was a nine point 
buck measuring 22 inches across the 
antlers and weighing 200 pounds. It 
was shot at the head waters of Thom­ 
as Greek, seven miles west of Iron 
Springs in the heart of the mountains. 
Mr. Benchoff, or “Uncle Billy” as 
he is known to every hunter in the 
hills, prefers to hunt alone and 
ac- 
»rdingly last Wednesday afternoon, 
left his home in Hamiitonban towm- 
hip and walked to a deserted cabin 
en miles distant to be ready for the 
inn se, the opening day. 
At this deserted cabin high up on 
the mountains, he slept Wednesday 
Dight and was about early, preparing 
himself a meal before going on a 
post to await his quarv. 
The spot 
where Mr. Benchoff hunts is far from 
the U*aten track 
and 
few

penetrate as far into the mountains. 
After sunrise the 
veteran marks- 
» an left his cabin and posted himself 
at a spot some few’ hundred yards 
away to await the fun of the deer. 
His vigil was rewarded at nine o'clock 
when he saw a magnificent buck on

' I fell mortally wounded.

Prosecuting Attorney Says Film Star 
is Not Vindicated by Verdict Come­ 
dian Calls it Moral Victory. 


San Francisco, Dec. 5—After 41 
hours of deliberation the seven men 
ami five women on the jury which 
tried Roscoe Arbuckle 
on a charge 
of manslaughter in connection with 
the death of 
Virginia 
Rappe were 
discharged yesterday when they were 
unable to agree upon a verdict. 
The jury was brought into court 
at its own request at noon, reported 
a disagreement ami asked that it be 
discharged. 
The foreman announced 
that the final ballot stood IO to 2, 
hut he did not say whether the ma­ 
jority favored conviction or acquittal. 
Court officers said, however, that 
the 
balloting 
favored 
acquittal 
throughout. 
The case w’as set for 
retrial January 9. 
In a statement following the jury’s 
return Arbuckle declared one of the 
five women jurors had prevented his 
acquittal “because 
she 
refused 
to 
allow her fellow-jurors to discuss the 
evidence or 
reason with 
her and 
would not give any reason for her 
attitude.” 
He 
did 
not 
name 
the 
juror. 


Brady Compliment* Jurors 
District Attorney Brady said that 
Arbuckle had been given a “fair and 
honest trial,” and complimented the 
jurors who held out for conviction as 
having “courage and determination,” 
He was not in court when the jury 
reported. 
“I had hoped the jury would reach 
an agreement,” he said. “I confident­ 
ly expected a verdict of guilty upon 
the evidence presented. 
In my opin­ 
ion, the disagreement does not vindi­ 
cate Roscoe Arbuckle. 
A vindication, 
could come only after a quick, unan­ 
imous verdict. 
Tt was my duty to 
present the facts to a jury. 
This I 
have done, though opposed by wealth 
power and influence.” 
The members of th* jurv looked 
haggard and worn when they filed 
into the little courtroom, over which

had settled, and took 
their seats. 
The foreman, August 
Fritz, 
informed the court
